They state further, that there had been some serioas disputes be- 
tween the Turks and the Russians on the frontiers of Bessarabia,

the first cold weather will entirely put a stop to it.

Pasth, Sept. 16.—There are several persons here, who daring 
the dreadful Easter Holidays, at Constantinople, were eye wit- 
nesses of the shameful mutilation of the corpse of the Greek Pa- 
triarch, formerly mentioned in the ALLGemeINeE Zettuna, and whe 
made a description of it, which T will spare your readers. The 
corpse was afterwards dragged by cords fastened to the feet, 
through many streets, and purposely before the hotel of Baron 
Strogonoff, Hundreds of Grecks, who have since fled to Russia, 
will attest this. 


Otessa, Sept. 5—Within this two days 9 report has been cir- 
eulated of a prohibition to export corn te Turkey, as being short- 
ly to be issued. Those friends of the Tarks here, who from mo- 
tives of interest look ‘on a war with Turkey with horror,-see in 
this prohitition a proof of the most specific intentions. Others 
look on it as a measure on the partof our Government prepara- 
tory tower, Thouch it might in some: measure havo been fore- 
seen, yet the mere report, connected with the abolition of the free 
port, has produced an extraordinary stagnation in all business. 
One thourht- alone comforts, which is, thatif war breaks out this 
time, the dominion of the Tarks in Europe would probably soon 


be at an end, and the free navigation of the Bosphorus and the 


Dardanclies be for ever seoured. 


Our city, whose trade may be said to depend on the caprice 
of the Tarks, might then look forward to the attainment of the 
highest prosperity. 

The namber of Rassian vessels, which, in consequence of the 
removal of the embargo at Constantinople to #1 paris of the Ar- 
chipelago, loaded for the most part with corn, and some perhaps 
with military stores, is said to have amounted to 200. Baron 
Strogonoff, who is now out of quarantine, received on the 2d, a 
courierfrom St. Petersburg. As the report of the prohibition to 
export corn was spread immeniately after, some persons think 
that the declaration of war will immediately follow. The native 
inhabitants of Odesaa have nothing else to wish, for otherwise, 


‘after the loss of our privilege of the corn trade, we must soon 


sink into a village of fishermen. The English here look gloomy, 
because, in the present crisis, they cannot hope for any sale of 
their immense magazine of goods. 


Wilna, Sept..1.--Ia the Jatter end of last month we had 
troops of all arms continually marching through this town, 
most of whom halted for one night, and then continued their 
march to the south-west frontiers of the kingdom. They 
came from -the interior of the empire, and were all animated 
with the most ardent attachment and unlimited. devotion to 
their august Monarch, ag well the joyfal hope that they should 
soon be able to manifest their. feelings in the contest for re- 
ligion and humanity, Among these troop. were several of those 
corps which we saw pass through seven years ago to free the 
west of Barope fram foreign tyranny. The recollection of that 
eventful period was renewed in all minds on this, occasion ; for our 
brave soldiers flatter themselves that they are called upea to 
break the ehain 6f their.oppressed brethren in the south of eur 
Continent, and in thode countries. which, on account of their ser- 
vices in the moral improvement of mankind, are some of the most 
interesting on the whole durface of the globe, te restore the tbrone 
of legitimate authority and the empice of civilization, whose 
ruins have been buried for four centuries under Barbarism aod 
Despotism, It may be easily sapposed that the probable object , 
of the march of these troops added to the cordiality with which 
our citizens or¢ used io receive our soldiers, 
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Leipsig, Sept. 24.—There ies report that several Sovereigns 
will soon visit Leipsig, for one of whom apartments are already 3 
engaged. Besides our own Sovereign, the King of EnctanD 
and the King of Paussta are spoken of. 


Vienna, Sept. 24.—-The Avstatan Onseaver and The Viewwa 
Gazette mention the departare of the Austrian and Rossian 
Ministers from Lisbou, on account of the refusal of the Portu- 
guese Government to give the satisfaction that was required for 
the breaking of the windows of the Austrian Consut Generar last 
April. The Austrian Onsenver remarks on the circalar issaued 
by the Portuguese Government to its Ministers abroad, that “It 
is a most strange assertion in this circular, that the gote deliver- 
ed by M. de Beaks, by order of this Court, was induced by a 
false statement of the affair published in the English Counter. 
If it were permited to believe that the Imperial Court would be 
guided by the statements of forcign newspapers in giving instrac- 
tions to its diplomatic agents, such a supposition would be 
wholly arbitrary and groundless in the present case; as the direct 
communication of M. de Berxs himself, founded on indispata- 
ble facts, was fully sufficient to make the affair clear.” 


We received yesterday the Paris Papers of Friday last. It is 
said in one of the Journals that a definitive Note had been trans- 
mitted by the Russian Cabinet to the Gaano Vigier, and that the 
answer of the Porte to this new altimatam would decide the 
question of Peace of War. 


From Marseilles, the 28th ultimo, it is stated, that sub- 
sequent to the 22d, some individaals had been conveyed to the 
Loaretto from the ships ander quarantine, and that three of 
them had died ef the yellow fever. It is added, however, that on 
the 28th, there were only two persons ill in the Lazaretto with 
the same symptoms. The mortality is said to have diminished 
at Barcelona, bat the avcounts are contradictory. 

Leghorn. —Extraet of a letter from Leghorn, dated 22d 
September: 

The tender of Admiral Sir G. Moore arrived this morning 
in 15 days from Corfa, and brings information, that io the Morea 
the Greeks have taken Navarrin and Corroén. At Zante, the 
news had arrived that the Ottoman squadren had been attacked 
by the Greeks, who had taken and burnt seven transports ; and 
that the Ottoman fleet was situated in the Channel of Scio for 
fear of the Greeks, who had a fleet upwards of 50 vessels, each 
Manned with about 200 mea, Every things was quiet at Smyrna 
and Constantinople, 


Dutch Mail.—A Dutch Mail arrived yesterday, bringing 
papers to a recent date. The principal article they contain is one 
from the Austrian Opsenver, in defence of the Duke of Wet- 
Lineton, who had been attacked by the ALLeemetne ZietuNG 
upon the subject of his late visit to the Continent, to inspect the 
frontiers of the Netherlands, 

Jamaica Mail.—Loetters received in Glasgow on Friday, by 
the Jamaica Mail, state that the appearances of commercial af- 
fairs in the countries adjoining the bottom of the Gulf of Mexico, 
were rather more cheering than at the date of the last accounts. 
We regret to learn that intelligence brought by this Mail affords 
very gloomy prospects to the planters in Jamaica, for the ensa- 
ing crop. Excessive dry weather, both in that island and Caba, 
had severely injured the canes, and we learn, that the same in- 
jary has been widely and severely felt in most of the Windward 
Islands. 

Colmial Trade.—Halifaz, July 27.—From the year 1794 to 
the present period, almost every attempt made by the American 
Government to check and to injure the trade of the British 
North Americas provinces, has not only failed to effeet the pur- 
pose intended, but in the event has proved seriously injarious to 
their own commerce and reveaue. Suoh is the nature of the act 
now in force, by which their vessels bringing flour, grain, &o, un- 
der the British Free Port Regulations, are frequently compelled 
te return in ballast, instead of taking back valuable cargoes, 
which out own vessels are now employed ip carrying to the Cana- 
dian market, No less than four brigs and two large schooners 
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-He has already 480 hands in bis manufactory. 


have been cleared at our Custom-house for Quebec, within the 
last fortnight ; and allowipg this course of trade to pay bat little 
more than the amonnt of freight and commissions, stil] as the re- 
tarns miay bé expected to supersede the remittance of large sums 
in specie to the United States, the advantage to be derived from 
it is great and obvious. Such. indeed, of the West Iadia pro- 
do~s thas shipped, being taken up the St. Lawrence by means of 
the present extensive inland navigation, will doubtless find its 
way into the American States, and ultimately mect with a better 
market than had it been sent in American vessels from hence to 
New York, &c. 


Cotton Manufactures.,—A letter from Lisle communicates the 
following :—A stranger, who has brought hither bis capital, has 
erected large manufactares for spinning cotton. The Government 
granted him three years’ exemption from land and personal taxes, 
The two ancient 
burghs of Roulaiz and Tarcoing are now flourishing cities. Our 
population is increased to 64,000 inhabitants, which shows that it 
is considerably improved within thesp few years. — Paris Paper. 


Monasteries in Spain.—The sales of property in 1092 Monaa- 
teries and other suppressed establishments in Spain, produced’ 
£1,965,000 sterling—about double the amount of the estimates.— 
This sum goes to the extinction of the National Debt. 


Reductions.—The various reductions in the contemplation of 
Ministers which are intended to be made before the Ist of Janua- 
ry next, it is now said will amount to two millions a year. 


Navy Board.—The Commissioners of the Navy Board left 
Plymouth last week, having, after a longer stay then usual, ac- 
complished a minate inspection into every department connected 
with this Establishment. The principal changes and alterations, 
with a view to reducing the expences of the State, will take place 
in the Dock-yard, where, besides a reoent reduction of one day’s 
labour in each week, a great discharge is forthwith to follow. 
Many minor, yet by no means unimportant rovisings will ensue, 
all having in view the same desirable object. Six or seven of 
the revenue oruizers will be immediately paid off, whereby a very 
considerable saving will be accomplished—each of these craft, 
upon the average, requiring the annual amount of from 3,500I. to 
4,0001. to cover the whole of the exponces attending their respec- 
tive commissions; the crews of one or tv o of these vessels will be 
rétained in the Preventive Service on the coast of Ireland. 


Royal Squadron.— We lately announced the return of the 
Royal Squadron to Portsmouth on Wednesday last. After be- 
ing detained in the Downs by strong south-west winds nearly a 
week, the ships put to sea with rather moderate breezes, intend. 
ing, by the aid of the tides, to beat their way back to Spithead, 
On Tuesday night, whilst thes employed on the coast of Sussex, 
it being very dark and stormy, the Rovat Geones was nearly roa 
down by the Active ; it was the narrowest excape that could pos- 
sibly happen. The Roya Groner yacht, Commodore the Hon, 
Sir Cuances Pacer, came immediately inte the harbour, to be 
re-equipped, and kept ia a state of constant readiness to pros 
eced again to Calais, to convey his Masesty home, 

Portsmouth.—The Ipnicenia frigate, Commodore Sir R. 
Mewnps, arrived at Portsmouth on Saturday, from Plymouth, pre- 
paratory to taking her departure for the Suppression of the Slave 
Trade on the coast of Afriea, 


The Rosanto, Captain Manryatt, sailed on Friday, to 
cruise off Weymouth, for the Suppression of Smuggling.—Last 
week, Lieut. Waite, of the Preventive Service there, made ano- 
ther seizure of 82 casks of spirits, and one cask of tea; and Lieu« 
tenant Sparks creeped up 43 tubs off Portiand. 


The Active, Sir Jas. Gonvon, K. C. B. and Lirrey, Hon. H. 
Duncan, C. B. came into Portsmouth harbour on Saturday after- 
noon, the former to have her defects repaired, and apartments 
fitted up forthe reception and conveyance of the Earl of Cats 
HaM and suite to Gibraltar; the latter to be paid off, and recom~ 
missioned for the broad pendant of Commodore Cuarces Garant, 
C. B. who has been appointed to succeed Rear-Admical Sir Han- 
ky Brackwoop, K. C. B. in the East India command, 
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Paris, —September, %3.—His Majesty, on his retarn from 
Hanover, will give up his incognito, and be received in France as 
King of Great Britain.—Journal des Debats.

It is even asserted that Sir H. Lowe, the Governor 
of St. Helena, provisionally seized all the papers of Napoleon, 
and brought them to England.—Co-stitutionnel, 


A commercial letter from Bayonne states, that in conse- 
quence of the recent events, of which Spain has been the theatre, 
all the garrisons on the Spanish frontier from Jean de Laz te 
Collioase, are to be considerably reinforced, and that different 
corps of troops are marching to proceed to their respective desti- 
nations. . 


Matrid, Sept. 18.—The tempest by which this city was lately 
shaken has been suncecded by acalm. His Majesty has decided: 
upon returning to the capital as soon as possible. 

Stutgardt, Sept, 15.—The King of Bugland, it is understood, 
intends visiting his sister, the Dowager Queen of Wirtemberg, at 
Louisbarg. As this Sovereign has declared that it was not his 
wish to take up his residence at a Royal Palace, bat rather to re- 
side at a hotel, the Qacen Dowager has hired the hotel of a private 
individaal, at the door of which she has cansed a flag to bo erect- 
ed. It is safd that she will receive her august brother in the attire 
of an hostess. 

Cassel, Sept. 15.—Madame, the reigning Blectress, has jst 
quitted oar capital for Brassels, with ber two daughters, on a visit 
to the Queen of the Netherlands. She intends waiting there, also, 
the arrival of the King of England. 

Brussels, Sept. 14. —The King of England is daily expected io 
this city. —Several noble English families, among which is the fa- 
mily of the Earl of Blessington, have preceded his Majesty in his 
route. The Government is making great preparations for the re- 
ception of this Prince, although he travels without taking the title 
of King of Bigland. This Monarch intends to observe an incog- 
nito, and will not appear in public, except in quatity of Dake of 

Brunswick : others say ander that of Count Turenne. 


Alexandria, ( Egypt), June 25.—The inhabitants have commen- 
eed leaving their houses, after a six months confinement by the 
plague. 

The Wachabites have availed themselves of the opportanity 
afforded by the Greek insarrection to display again the standard 
of revolt. 


We lately witnessed a singular spectacle here.—Seven per- 
sons (either English or Americans), two of them being Indies, 
ascended Pompey’s pillar, and partook of a collation on its sum- 
mit. They had mach more difficulty in the descent than in 
going up, 

Stutgard, September 12.—Tho Grand Duke Michael of Russia 
is expected to arrive here soon. It is supposed to form a matri- 
monial alliance with the House of Wirtemberg. 

Paris, September 24.—Lotters from Milan announce, as a 
rumour genorally prevalent, that Bergami died on the 10th of 
August, The cause of his death is variously stated; and on this 
subject, certain persons relate very strange particalars, but overy 
ono looks upon the thing as certain. —C azette de France. 


Vienna, September 13. —The Austairn Onsenver of this day 
eontains official news from Constantinople, dated Augast 25th, 
according to which the Firmans of the Porte, and the exhorta- 
tions of the Patriarchs of the Greek nations, have attained the 
desired ead, Calm is perfectly restored there; the merchants 


and manufactarers can now pursue their affairs and business ia 
perfect security, without fear of molestation, even in the most in-- 
sulated quarters of that vast capital. 


On the 19th, a pastoral letter from the Patriarch was read in 
all the Greek Churches, which assures the Greek commanity of 
the protection of the Government, and at the same time, recom- 
mends peaceable conduct on their part. 


Orders have been despatched to the corps of Janizaries, to - 
evacuate the whole extent of Wallachia and Moldavia on the right’ 
of the Danubee. 


An English Ship, freighted at Liverpool, on her way from 
Alexandria to Constantinople, had the misfortune to be intercep- 
ted by the privateers of Spezzia, which took her into the little Isle 
of Coso.—A Turkish family, from Egypt, consisting of fifteen per- 
sons, who were passengers in this ship, had their throats cut in 

‘the most barbarous manner by the privateer’s men, 


Hanover, Sept, 15.—Immediately after the arrival of Count 
Monster, a courier was dispatched to Calais, to await at that 
port the landing of the King, and to bring the news bithor with 
all speed.

towards you the most sincere good will and affection.

Frankfort, Sept. 14.—Mr. Lamb, the British Plecipotentiary 
to the Diet, has very unexpectedly returned here from England, 
He is causing apartments to be prepared in his extensive hotel, 
for the reception of his Majesty King George IV. After having 
made an excursion to Wilhelshoehe, the King will travel incog, un- 
der the title of Count de Luneburg, to see his sister, the Queen 
Dowager of Wartembarg at Louisburg. We learn that his Ma- 
jesty has received invitations from Berlin and Vienna, and that 
towards the end of October several Sovereigns will meet in: the 
eapital of the Emperor of Austria. 


The Observer, September 17, 1821.—The Dey of Algiers must 
be ina very comfortable situation, if the following paragraph 
states that situation truly: 


Algiers, July 18.—The tranquillity of this place was very 
near being distarbed lately, in a very unexpected manner. Since 
Hussein Pasha aseumed the government, he never put his foot 
outof the strong fortress of Kassban, at which the Tarkish sol- 
diery are extremely angry, because they cannot gratify their 
great propensity to new revolutions, and this, on account of the 
difficulty of attacking the Dey by surprise in that well-fortified 
castle. Lately, however, he took it into his bead to take a walk 
to the lower town, for the purpose of inspecting the new forti@- 
cations which are erecting towards the sea side. Upon this there 
was immediately a great bustle in the barracks; and had not the 
Dey been speedily informed of it, and retreated with all speed te 
Kassban, the plot would have broken out. 
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Fire in London.—The bodies of the unfortunate men, whe 
lost theis lives at the late fire in Grace church-street, are to be 
ji.terred thie day. The poor man last found has not been 
owned: report says he was an orange porter. Previous to the 
Jury viewing the bodies on Thursday evening, they were all 
provided with camphor, ke. they being so offensive. In con- 
sequence, the Parish Officers have come to a resolution that 
not any service shall be performed till the Chprch bas been 
thoroughly fumigated. 

Sir Robert Baker.—A statement of the unfortanate affair of 
the l4th August having been laid before the King, his Majesty 
was pleased to express his disapprobation of some part of Sir 
Robert Baker’s condact on that day. This was commanicated 
to Sir Robert, and his.resignation as a Magistrate immediately 
followed as a matter of course. Sir Robert sat at Bow-sireet, for 
the last time on Wedaesday evening. 


_ Tharsday afternoon the office of Chief Magistrate was con- 
ferred apon Richard Birnie, Bsq. by command of his Majesty, 
through Lord Sidmouth, ~ 


Mr. White, of the Queen-square Police-office, we under- 
stand, is to be third Magistrate at Bow-strect. 


. Royal George.—The Royat Geonce has proved herself a com- 
plete sea boat in her rough aad boisterous passage from Dublio 
to the British Channel. Some idea of the violence of the gale 
which the royal squadron eacountered, may be formed from the 
circumstance, that the foreeasties of the two frigates, the Active 
and Lirsey, were completely under water, from the pressure of 
eanvass they were obliged to carry, in order to keep up with the 
Royvat Geonoe. The Leer, corvette, and Came eon, brig of war 
parted company on the passage, and have arrived at Plymouth. 


Publie Funds.—Considerable fluctuations have occurred at 
the Stock Exchange, which are believed to have been prodaced 
by the state of the Corn-market, and the supposed prospects of 
an unfavorable harvest. This opipion was further strengthened, 
on Friday, by the transactions in exchanges, of one of the most 
eminent houses in the city, principally connected with the nerth 
of Earope, and which shewed an expectation that the ports must 
be opened in November for the importation of grain. The man- 
her in which the prices of stock have been affected by these cir- 
eumstances is, first, by the sales made to meet the increased ex- 
penditure, or the speculations of the corn trade; and, secondly, 
by the effoct-which a fall in the exchanges, and the exportation of 
gold to make purchases of foreign grain, may have on the circa- 
Jating medium of the country. Both these theories would be 
overthrown by a fewglays of fine weather ; indeed, the change in 
Saturdoy’s temperatare produced a rise of one-quarter per cent. 
We believe, however, that the accounts of the failare of the har- 
vest have been much exaggerated. Both in the west and east of 
Scotland, according to the papers received on Satarday, the crops 
are stated to be abundant. We learn, also, by the letters from 
Amsterdam, which is the great emporium of grain for the Continent, 
that the merchants there believe the rise in the English market to 
be wholly a fictitious one, and that it offers sd little prospect of 
opening the ports, that wheat at Amsterdam bas not risen. more 
than ove shilling the quarter. The harvests on the Continent are 
all stated to haye been, in an extraordinary degree, productive. 
None of the great capitalists are observed to have scld stock 
lately, which jastifies our belief that the late operations in the 
corn-market, and at the stock-exchange, have been equally the 
resalt of ill-founded speculation. Consols for the Account left

Freneh stock is rising, the quotation of Wednesday from 
Paris, being 86f. 20c. without the dividend. It is strongly sns- 
pected, from this cireumstance, that the answer of Russia to the 
dispatch of the Turkish Government has been received there, and 
that itis pacific. Letters seceived on Saturday, both from Vien- 
na and Petersburgh, decidedly concur in that opinion, tho’ they 
do not absolutely assert the fact.

General Post Office. —By the new arrangement made at the 
General Post Office, the mail will ran between London and 
Thurso in Scotland, a distance of 881 miles, without stopping 
more than two or three hours at any one place, and a day will be 
gained in the delivery of letters. ' 


The Manchester Express.—The new conveyance from Len- 
don to this towa, whieh we last week anounced, arrived here on 
Tuesday, and again on Tharsday (having in the interim reterned 
to London :) —it reached this place about eleven o'clock in the fore- 
noon of each day, having set out at four o’clock the preceding 
afternoon: the speed at which it isintended that the Express shall 
ultimately travel is eleven miles per hour, including all stoppages; 
but whilst the concern is in its infancy, the projector will not attempt 
tomake the vehicle exceed the rate of ten miles an boar, Owing 
to one or two little mistakes or accidents, such as are almost una- 
voidable ia a new undertaking of this nature, the carriage was 
each day a little behind its proper time ; but on those parts of the 
journey where no casual circumstances occured to retard it, ten 
miles per hour were accomplished, and in some instances consi- 
derably exceeded, without difficulty, The vehi: le is of a peculiar 
construction ; the body, except that it is ofa width to accommo- 
date only two persons, resembling in shape a smalits chaise ; it has 
only two wheels. and instead of a pole bas doub!e shalis. The en- 
trance isin front, and the driver and guard both sit on seats at- 
tached to the doors, which turn down upon the foot-board to ad- 
mit of ingress and egress. The passengers may sit, asis usual jn 
a post-chaise, or they may at pleasure change their seatimto a 
couch, on which they can recline upon comfortable cushions at 
faillength. This is accomplished by making the bottom part of 
the front of the carriage project under the foot-board of the dri- 
ver and guard, thus affording ample room for the legs and feet, 
There are also several ingenious contrivances to facilitate the af- 
fixing and detaching of the horses, and to obviate such accidents 
as might be expected to arise from theirrestiveness.— Manchester 
Guardian. 

Antarctic Seas.—Accounts from Captain BiLLinguavsen, 
commander in the Russian voyage of discovery in the Antarctic 
seas (as received at Petersburgh from Botany Bay, his letter 
dated May, 1820), report that he had discovered three islands 
covered with snow and ice, on one of which was a volcano, 
lat. 66 S. 

Major Andre.—The remains of Major Axpre renched Ports- 
mouth on Wednesday last, in the PHarton frigate, Capt. W. A. 
Montagu, last from Halifax, having made the passage jn the 
very short period of 18 days. The remains, which were placed 
in a sarcophagus, prepared at New York for that purpose, were 
brought from thence on board an English packet, wbich arrived 
at Halifax just before the departure of the Puaetonw. They bave 
not yet been Janded.. It is understood that they are consigned 
to bis Royal Highness the Duke of Yorn, and that their being 
sent to England is in compliance with the request of the family of 
Major Anprt. 


Integrity of Conduct.—A rare instance of integrity of con- 
duct has this week come under our notice, which deserves to be 
recorded. About six years ago a tradesman residing in this 
place fell inte decay, and finding his embarrassments insurmoun- 
table, he left the town considerably in debt. His ereditors soon 
began to consider their claims desperate, and most of them had 
long ago placed the ominous word bad opposite the entry in their 
ledgers, Buton Monday morning last each of them received 
a circular, requesting that they would meet the debtor and his 
wife on the arrival of the Ripon coach at the White Horse Ino, 
Leeds, and bring with them their accounts, This welcome invi- 
tation was, of course, readily accepted, and as each account 
was presented it was discharged, without any deduction. The 
aggregate amount of the debts thus honoarably liquidated we 
have not heard; but we know that one tradesman, a timber-mer- 
chant in this place, received 100/. The lady who took an active 
part in this pleaserable duty has, we bear, had Jately a hand- 
some fortane left her, at her own disposal; and one of the first 
purposes to which she has applied her well-merited wealth has 
been to discharge all hes hasband’s debis,—Leeds Mercury. 








Foreign Mews. 


LISBON, SATURDAY, SEPTEMBER 22, 1821. 
Morning, Chronicle, Ochober 9, 1821. 

=~ On the 15th, the inhabitants threnged at an early hour to the square 
of the Roscio, in order to witness the ceremony intended te commemv- 
vate the double anniversary of the late Revolution in Lisbon and the 
expaision of the Prench in 1808, for which extensive preparations had 
beeu made, as noticed in my last.—The troops began to arrive trom their 
respective barvacks, as early as six iv the moruing, and the streets, 
leading tu the equare, presented a lively spectacle of weil dressed fe- 
males, and persons of all rauks, Mocking to the scene of action, and im- 
patient to secare places from which they coald witness all. Soon after 
eight the King arrived in tris state carriage, attended by the Officers of 
his Honsehold, and in-an iustant the four fronts of the immeuse square 
presented the appearance of motion, splendour and gaiety, every one 
from the windows hailing his presence, and testifying their exultation at 
the interesting motive which had drawn such a concourse together. 
The King alighted at the Government House, which stands at the head 
of the square, and shortly afierwards proceeded on foot, attended by a 
Committee of the Cortes, the Municipality, and other Officers of the 
Goveroment and City, to the ceatre, where a platform had been made 
aud steps prepared for the party to descend into the excavation, where 
the foundations of the monameut were to be placed. With the usual 
ceremouies the King laid the first stone of a structure intended to trans- 
mit te posterity the date of the regeneration of Portugal, Under the 
stone was placed a silver box, iu which is a plate of the same metal, 
and thereon is incribed—“ 24th August, 15th September, and ist October 
1820;" and to this were added several gold and silver coius of the day, 
Salates of artiliery and masquetry announced the performance of the 
ceremony, aud the King withdrew to a baicony prepared for hiin to re- 
view the troops, under the orders of General Sepuiveda. The regimeuts 
of the line, among which were the 16ch, the same that declared first ia 
favour of the new order of things in Lisbon, cut a fine appearance, for 
men better cloathed aad disciplined could not be seen any where. 
About 8,009 men marched rowad the square, of whom some were militia, 
attended by their respective baods v1 music. 


The Patriotic Society which had prepared the rejoicings of the 24th 
of August in honour of the (porto Revolation, resolved to extend its 
‘Jiberality and patriotic efforts to celebrate also the 15th September, the 
day of the Lisboa triumph. Provisions were distributed to 4,000 poor, 
and a dinner arranged for all the troops of ihe line in their several quar. 
ters. A magnificent banquet was also ordered in a large room belong- 
ing to the arsenal, to which the commanders and three officers of each, 
one of the 14th corps of the line in the capital, the four militia regi- 
ments, and the six battahons of national guards, were invited. The tables 
ware arranged with the greatest symmetry, and ornamented in a most 
tasty manuer. M, Bernaadez Thomas bad been chosen President, and 
M. A. Freire, one of the Secretaries ot the Cortes, Vice-President. 
Near 500 persons sat down to table, and nothing could exceed the order, 
aa well as joy evinced on the occasion. Tone Presicient pronounced a 
short but animated speech, allusive to the object for which the company 
had assembied, aad ia which he pointed oat the triamph gained a year 
ago, aud the substantial benefits by which it had since been followed, 
The toasts given were—** The Sovereignty of the Nation, signed on the 
memorable 16ih September'’—** The wise National Congress” —* Our 
Constitutional King’ —‘ Our Brethren beyond Seas”—* The loyal Ar- 
mies of the iree Portaguese Nation”’—“To those Portagnese who pre- 
fer Death to Slavery” —** To the Founders of this memorable Day, and 
‘those Patriotic Societies ia whieh are to be formed, inattators of their 
valour’ —* The Coctes of Spain.” ’ 


The enthasiasm with which these toasts were reeeived is beyond 
description. It really did good to the feelings of an Englishman to wit- 
ness so interesting a scene. In short, the sentiments evinced by the 
public, as weil as during the sulemnities and: feasts of this meinorable 
day, would be the best, possibile answer to those calnmujes .and libels 
with which the enemies of the regeaeration of Portugal see to disfigare 
the acts and intention: of a people who have had uo other object in 
view than the destraction of a despotism they could no longer endure, 
the restoration of justice, and the administration of equitable laws. 


In the evening the King attended the national theatre, accompani- 
ed by the Queen, his second Sou, and tour Princesses, of whom the three 
youngest are beautiful women. They were dressed in a most sumptu- 
ous style, aad decorated with a profusion of diamonds, An allegorical 
diama had been got ap for the décasion, an. it was performed in a spi- 
rited manner, Un ihe course of the piece allusions were made to the 
events by which the troops and inhabitants of Lishen had resolved to 
second the. revolaiioa commenced im Oporto; aiso to the return 
of the King from the Braaila, to his oath and adhesion to the Constitution 
as well as that marked imterest both he aud the Queeo have always evin- 
ced for the weiare of their people. The King corresponde tin a most 
frauk aud gracious manuct to Lue frequeut greetings of the people, and 
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his manner and conntevance evinced a delight and confidence he could 


not have felt under the old order of things. The audience manifested a 
great predilection im favour of the Qaren, who is considered very liberal 
and well disposed. Nothing, indeed, conld exceed the cendesceusion 
and brilliancy displayed by the whole of the Royal Family, Finer per-

"Princesses could not be seen any where. The eldest daugher is the 
widow of the Spanish Infante, Don Gabriel, by whom she has a son 
seermingly about ten years old: Don Gabriel was descended from the 
third son of Charles ILI, of Spain, and he came to Portugal at the age 
of four years, after the death of his parents,’ He remained here till 1800, 
when he returned to Spain, in order not to lose his rights to the title and 
inheritauce of his father. He returned to Lisbon after the Peace of Bada- 
joz, and accompanied the Rovai Family to Rio Janeiro in 18038, He re- 
ceived the honorary title of Grand Admiral of Portugal, married the 
King’s elder danghier, the Princess of Beira, and died in 1912, leavitig 
ason, named Don Sebastian. Under the administration of the mother, 
a suit has for some time been caarying on in Spain against the Infante 
Don Carlos, second brother to King Ferdinand, who had laid elaim to the 
inheritance fougded by the third.son of Charles LI., on the plea that 
the Infante Don Gabriel had become a Portuguese, avd lost his rights as 
a Spaniard.—This suit was decided whilst I was in Madrid, in favour of 
the young Prince, Don Sebastian, and his mother; but the Spanish 
Courts decreed they could take possession of the property in mo 
other way than in person, and this within four months, In consequence 
of this decree, the Princess and her son are preparing to visit Spain, at 
the same time the Infante Don Carlos and his spouse are expectedin 
Lisbon, on a visit to his father-in-law. The illuminations throughout the

by confirming not only the high opinion he had formed of them, but also 
of their military virtues, to whom history will do justice, by transuitting 
to posterity their services and heroic acts, Ta consequence whereof he 
cannot refrain from expressing to them the great regard he entertains for 
their exemplary conduct; and he retarne his thanks to all the Generals, 
Officers, inferior Officers, and Privates of the brave Portaguese Army, 
who after crowning themselves with the laurels of victory in the field 
of honour returned to their homes to acquire new glories, by nniting 
with their brethren and running to their arms, not to fece death, not to 
canse ruin and destruction, but to promote their own domestic felicity, to 
secure the monareh, peaceably to re-establish and regulate the rights of 
the nation and of the King, and save the State from such dangers as 
might threaten it. 


Such as well io peace as in war, has been the constant and unchan- 
geable couduct of the Army, which, by its firmness and discipline, bas 
maintained public security and promoted the consolidation of the cause 
ot the Constitution. It is particularily for this reason, that his Majesty 
commands that the satisfaction he feels should be made known, and he 
declares that he not only fully aud sincerely approves of all the Army has 
doue on behalf of the pubiic cause, but that he will always bear in mind, 


_a8 is the duty of a King who loves bis peuple, the services the Army 


has reudered in such difficult and arduous cirenmstances, 


His Majesty further commands, that these his sentiments shonld be 
equally addressed to the troops of the second line, who have shewn 
themselves so worthy of the nation’s confidence, aod on their part con- 
tributed, with their companions in arms, to commence, extend, aad con. 
solidate the national system, His Majesty bears in mind their services, 
and he will not fail to reward them jointly with the most deserving 


of the Army. oe 

His Majesty hopes to have many opportunities of repeating his 
praise aud gratitude to the whcle of the Portuguese Army, who mast be 
sensi ne that, by the unity of their patriotic sentiments and the constant 
fulfilment oftheir duties by obedience and subordination, it is, that they 
have arrived atthe high degree of perfec.ion in which they stand. and by 
whieh they kiveealled forth the almiration and respec. o foreign nations, 
and that by the continuation of these ma tia a v1 eivie vi (hes, it, rroreover 
is, that they alone can retain and continue to deserve that: rit'tude, 
regard and approbation svhich his Majesiy so ror i iy comm nce shail 
be expressed to them.

(Sigued) ANTONIO TEIXZIRA REBELLO, 
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Affaire of Spain, 


The following remarks on the convocation of the Extraordinary 
Cortes appear in the Univensaz, a Spanish Paper of the 23d of 
September :— 


“Two remarkable circumstances unite at the present meeting of 
the legitimaie Represeatatives of the Spanish Nation, 


Oa the one hand, the ambition of some foreign Cabinets, and 
the want of foresight or of good faith ia others, have prepared 
a European crisis, which must produce a. great influence on the 
fortunes of all nations. This, therefore, is a favourable moment 
for the fathers of their country to profit by the distraction of the im- 
placable enemies of our liberty, and to employ in consolidating our 
institutions, the time granted them by the ambition of those who, if 
they possessed peace, would labour with the greatest ardour ia, destroy- 
jog them. 

On the other hand, the presence of the angust National Congress io 
the capital of the kingdom, at a time when the minds of men are not yet 
recovered from a temporary effervescence, will clear up all doubts, will 
unite all opinions, will cause the general wish of the nation to be realis- 
ed, will destroy for ever the criminal hopes of the enemies of our liberty; 
and will render invulnerable the sacred Code, the object of European 

admiration, and ia.it support the glory, the independence, aud the pros- 
perity of Spaia. 

Let ns form no sad presages—let.us anite and labour together in the 
glorious work of our regeneration— let us paralyse by our concord the 
most terrible weapon which our enemies employ to render it ordious ; and 
ict the enemies of our happiness be confounded, and desist at seeing the 
Spaniards capabie-of aniting constitutional liberty with order and popu- 
Jar right. With-the respect due to the Authorities and to the law, what 
glory will. it be for Spain to have consolidated a new political system, 
without falling into the errors, or being led: into the crimes which have 
stained the French Revolution, How disgraceful, on the other had, will 
it be to Spainish honour, if Europe shall have to say in after times, that 
Spaniards bad not known how to be free.” 


We make another quotation from the same paper of the 21st Septem- 
ber concerning the Serviles, or Ultra. Royalist party in Spain: — 


** Tt is said that the Serviles are exceedingly gratified with the mea- 
sures adopted within these few days by the Goverament, against the 
disturbers of public order; and we are even told, that some of them 
already begin to ery victory. Should this be true, to the charges whiich we 
have hitherto made against these perturbators, we shall have to add, that 
of giving encouragement to the implacable enemies of our liberty. But 
they will fiod themselves as much deceived iu their present hopes.as 
they have been with respect to all the others they have flattered them- 
Selves with since the commencement of our regeneration. Can these 
drivellers believe that because the Authorities have repressed excesses 
they must run to the extreme of servilism?—Do they not know that 
trae liberty, the constitutional liberty which we have sworn to defend, 
is consolidated. by order, and is eqnally removed from. anarchy and 
despotism ? Do they not perceive that by punishing excesses the Go- 
vernment is defending the Constitution which they wish destroyed? 





We are aware that the situation in which the Government is placed 
is one of great delicacy, and that if the measares for repressing dis- 
orders, which may have their origin-in an exaggerated love of liberty, 
are not adopted with great discretion, these measure may damp public 
spirit, and facilitate the victories of onr enemies; but we will not be an- 
just as to sappose that the Government has not sufficient penetration to 
ace this danger. ‘She decided will of tle people, and the wisdom of the 
national representation, will indicate te the Government the path which 
ought tobe pursued, if the Government be ignorant-of it.—Strong in 
this sapport, the Government may, withont risk, re-establish the-instita- 
tions, the temporary. suspension. of which, at critical momeats, was 
dictated by prudence, 


The Serviles may then cease to rejoice at these measures which they 
have imagined had for their object to realize their infatuated wishes. 
The real enemies of their views are not the persons who by repeated 
disorders would render liberty hateful; but those wie consider it in- 
separable from good order, and regard obedience to the consitution and 
the laws as the eompass by which we onght tosteer, and by which we 
may expect to surmonnt all dangers. Ina word, alarms, seditivns, and 
disorders, tend immediately to despotism; while tranquillity, respect 
for law and order, consolidate liberty. Weill convinced of the trath of 
this maxim are oar enemies internal and external, who iustigate, foment, 
and even pay for tumults |!” 


The Diario Consrrrurionat of Corunna has peblished the fal- 
lowing article :— 


“ The operation of the systema experiences at every tarn impediments 
end embarrasments, Servilism, in order to aim its shafts with more 
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certainty against liberty, assames, in many places, the disgnise of an in- 
terest for the people and the religion which they venerate, and 
thereby endeavoars to discredit the most prudeat measures of the Cortes, 
and to cast odium:on the representatives of tire nation, Ot of the in- 
trigues which we hitherto have not noticed is the letting of the half tithe 
at a rate infinitely below: the true value, and then setting np a cry that 
the deeree of the Cortes, which suppresses the other moiety, mast, 
by reducing the clergy to the greatest misery, and depriving public 
worship of the funds necessary for. its sapport, leave the faithful without 
spiritual food, tha youth.without instruction, aud the towns without 
temples. The mischief is, that the people listen to these delusions, and 
believe that there is semefoundation iu complaints made solely because 
those who fabsicate them know that there is oow au end of the nudue 
wealth they enjoyed, and the pleasares in which they speat a worthlese 
and idle life, while the poor peasant or unfortunate ariisan could with 
difficulty obtain, by the hardest toil, a.mersel of black bread to comfort 
his family, or a few rags to cover their nakedness. 


Tf the half-tithe be distributed with equal justice among all the 
ecclesiastics entitled to share it, some will, perhaps, have reason to. 
moderate their excessive and scandalous expences, and to desist from the 
law-suits and extortions with which they oppressed the people; but on 
the other hand many worthy curates, who, notwithstanding that they 
bear the burden of discharging the offices of religion, have hitherto 
scarcely been able to obtein food, and dress themselves decently, 
will now receive the reward of their virtue, and the remuneration of 
their jJabour: but for this purpose it is necessary that the complaints 
should be heard of those who are likely to be sacrificed, as hereto- 
fore, through the intrigues of the superior clergy, and those of their 
party. It is also necessary, in cases io which it may be discovered that 


the repartition is not justly made, that means be taken to remedy such 
injustice, 


With regard to the selling of the moiety of the tythes at too low a- 
price, with the apparent design of producing a belief that the clergy 
are too poorly endowed, and-that thesuppression of the other half re- 
duces the ecclesiastics to the greatest misery, it seems to us that it 
would be proper, for the purpose of disproviug this notion, that the 
authority should order the valuations to be determined by well-informed 
persons, and oblige the Diocesan Junta to make the sales by auction to 
the highest bidder, as done in many other cases, advertising them be- 
fore hand in the public papers, and mentioning the day when they are 
to take place, In this way the public will know the precise value re- 


ceived and the alarming rumours every where circulated en the subject 
will be dissipated. 


If this scandal should still continue, the Cortes will then probably 
be convinced that the better way will be to get rid of the tythes entirely, 
to allot to each ecclesiastic the revenue neeessary to maintain him with 
decency, and to cover the expence by appropriating-the moiety to the 
service of the nation. This mode has been resorted to in France with 
the happiest result: and since it has been carried into practice there, 
the clergy, redaced to a state consistent with the institution of their 
order, have been more respected than formerly by the pions; and there 
is. no longer to be seen that shameful Inaury and oriental ostentation, 
which belied. the principles of the Aposties, and diseredited the true 
religion in the. eyes of infidels and. heretics.” 

Greece.—Late letters state, that the nephew of Prince Caraza Alexand 
der Mavocordato, who had arrived from Messolongi, the capital of Etolia, 
has been sent by the Central Government to command Etolia, Acarnania, 
and Epirus. Cyril Liverins was in the same manner, two months age, 
appointed to the command of Attica, Beotia, and Phocida. Liverias is 
descended from one of the most distinguished families of Phocida, by 
members of which the fanctions of Primate of that province have fer 
more than a century been.discharged. He was, therefore, of too much 
importance.in the country to eseape the persecutions of Ail Pasha. In 
conseqnence of these persecutions, Liverius repaired to Europe, where 
he resided during sevev years. 


A vessel from Syria, and‘another which left Constantionple on the 
aad Aug. have brougit us the following news :— 


“The Ottoman fleet, afterits defeat on the coast of Samos, succeed- 
ed in re-assembiing at the Isle of Rhodes, where it even formed a jane- 
tien with 12 sail belonging to the Pasha of Egypt, but the greater part 
of which were merchantmen. The Commanders of the Turkish ships 
spread the report that the arrival of Ismail Gibraltar, the Admiral of this 
little squadron, would give victory to the Ottomans, and thus re-animat- 
ed their men, who are as prompt to take as to lose courage. 


We have seen Gibravar here, and can assure you, that this Adminal 
who has learned by long experince all the manceuvres of which a Turkish. 
seaman is capable, has no knowledge of the principles of nautical art. 
On the other hand, his very sgitated life, his intemperance, and his ad. 
Vanced age, have rendered him almost paralytic,””

the assemblage thought proper to bestow upon them. As soon as the 
worthy Aldermen had taken their seats, the Crier called ‘ silence,’ and 
the Recorder advanced and, addressing the assembly, said they were 
now collected together for the purpose of exercising one of their great- 
est privileges—namely, that of electing a Lord Mayor for the ensning 
year. Several names wonld be put up, out of which it would be for 
the Livery to choose two persons, who would be submitted to the 
Court of Aldermen for the selection of one to fill that high and impor- 
tant office. He himself entertained no doubt, but that the livery 
would make a choice of two proper persons (applause ), 


Aldermen Garrett and Venables, the two new Sheriffs, now advan- 
ced towards the front of the husting:, and the Common-Sergeant stand> 
ing between them said, the worthy Recorder having toid them the 
object for which they were assembled, it now became his duty to read 
over to the livery the names of those persons.who were’ to be proposed 
and out of whom two were to be: chosen. Each person could be pat 
separately, and those upon Whom-the election fell wontd be submitted 
to the Court of Aldermen for the decision, The names to be proposed 
were those of Alderman Magnay, Heygate, Cox, and Waithman,

The first name put was that of Alderman Magnay, which was 
received with cheers and a few hisses. 


The second was that of Alderman Heygate—but a few hands were 
held up, a few cheers, and loud hissing. 


The third was that of Alderman Cox, for whom we did not observe 
that a single hand was held ap. 


Tha fonrth, and last, was that of Alderman Waithman, whose name 
was hailed with vehement clieering aud a partial hissing. 


The COMMON SERJEANT here stepped forward, and said that 
the Lord Mayor decided the election to have fallen on Aldermen 
Magnay and Waithman (continued cheers.) 


Mr. Ex-Sheriff PARKINS here came in front of the hustings, de- 
sirous of addressing the Livery: but atter a.few words fram Mr. Aider- 
man Garrett, retired amid.cries of “ off, off,” from many of the as- 
sembly. 7 


At twenty minnates after one the Sheriffs proceeded to the Court of 
Aldermen with the names of those npon whom the election had fallen ; 
and as soon as they had left the hustings, : 


When the Sheriffs and Courts of Aldermen returned tothe Hall, the 
RECORDER advanced to the frdént of the hustings, and declared’ the 
election to have fallen on Alderman ‘Magneyv, who was. immediately 
invested with the geld chain and proclaimed Lord Mayor of London 
for the year ensuing (cheers). 


Mr. Alderman MAGNAY : Gentlemen of the Livery, in endeavour- 
ing to express to you my obligations for the honour you have jnst confer- 
red upon me, I regret that I am altogether ata loss for words to do 0. 
I am aware of the duties of that high office, and shall on all occasions do 
my otmost to support the rights and assert the-pritileges of the citizens 
of London. You will not, gentlemen, expect much in the way of pro- 
fession from me; bat I hope I shall so discharge tse duties of my station 
as te leave you no reason.to repent your choice. Gentlemen, I thank 
you, (loud and continued cheers.) 


Mr. FAVELL, after a few remarks, said he shonld purpose three 
resolutions ; one a vote of thanks to his friend, Mr. Sheriff Waithman ; 
one to Mr. Sheriff Williams; aad the other to the Right Hon. the Lord 
Mayor. With respect to the merits of the first geutleman, every one 
knew them: they knew the worthy Sheriff to be most active as a Sheriff; 
to bave acted on a recent occasion in the most intrepid manner, even 
when the military attempted to take away his life (some hisses). The 
labours of Mr. Sheriff Williams were also entitled to their thanks, net 
only for his humanity to the miserable objects committed to his care, 
but for many very lnminows reports which he made on the general state 
of prisons. Then, with respect to the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, no 
man could have discharged his duty better—ao man ever acted more 
wisely or more temperaiely, and that in times of considerable difficulty, 
—no man was more watchful to preserve the public ‘peace, and that 
without having resort to any military aid (applause). 

The resolution of thanks to Mr. Alderman Waithman was then 
read by the erier, and when be came to the mention of the worthy She- 
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tiffs conduct at the faneral of Francis. and. Honey, some hisses were 
heard from different parts of the hail, intermingled, however, with braves 
and clapping of hands. The resolution being read, 


Mr. WELLS came forward and said, he was not much in the habit of 
addressing public assemblies ; but he would not forego the opportanity of 
seconding the resolution they had-just heard read. He complained of some 
caricatares wpon the Sheriff, which he designated as villainons and dia- 
bolical. If such libels were allowed, men would soon be deterred from 
the performance of ardaous duties. 


Mr. COOPER apologized for offering himself to the notice 
of the Livery, and obseived he would not have hazarded a syl- 
lable, if it were not for the disapprobation which he heard at that 
part of the resolution which alluded to Alderman Waithman’s con- 
duct at the faneral of Francis and of Honey. He had witnessed the 
conduct of the worthy alderman on that occasion, and when he saw that 
conduct aspersed and maligned, he could not honestly remain silent, or 
in the shade. He went from curiosity to see the feelings of the people 
at the funeral of Francis and of Honey; and for himself he was glad. 
there was a public funeral, because it expressed a due feeling. One jury 
said there was slaughter, and another, murder. Qn the day of the 
funeral, he saw six or seven of the Guards, as if running at the worthy 
Sheriff, and that in so fiirious a manner, as if he were their only object 
(some few hisses). Gentlemen, I speak facts. When I saw the Guards 
thus running. I protruded myself almost half-way out of the coach in 
which I was with a friend, in order to see if [ could identify who insult. 
ed the worthy Alderman (question, hear). thas been represented, Gentle» 
men, that this cirenmstance arose from his vot being able to manage his 
house, yet the reverse is the fact. He was imploring the soldiers to keep 
away fromthe people,—his attitude was that of supplication, Gentle- 
men, [ have done, and let me be charged with what T may,-—~let me be 
calied a stupid orator, or considered as wanting brains, «till I feel I 
could not discharge my duty. if Idid not thus publicly viadicate a calum. 
niated man (bravo, bravo.) 


The resolution was now put, and carried with the exception of 
about a dozen hands. 


The resolution.of thanks te Mr. Sheriff Williams was also carried 
with the exception of two hands, 


Mr. Alderman WAITHMAN then came forward, and was received 
with great applause. He said, that every inJtividual who had the map- 
piness of being called upon by his fellow-citizens to serve the office which 
he had just filled, must naturally expect at the conclusion to receive @ 
compliment similar to that which had just been paid tohim. He should, 
therefore, were it under ordinary circumstances, merely confine himself, 
as he ought, to receiving with becoming gratitude such a mark of their 
approbation; but there were, under the particniar circumstances of his 
situation, some matters to which he should fora few moments beg leave 
to refer the Common Hall. The office of the Shrievalty, during the last 
year, had been one of great anxiety and much pain. There had been, he 
believed, the unprecedented number of nine execations —all which it was 
the painful duty of the Sheriff's to attend. From that fact, the Court 
may judge a little of the laborions. attention and investigation whieh it 
became their Sheriffs to make, and-of the many perplexing applications 
submitted to them from the families-and friends of the unfortunate par- 
ties, His situation.as Sheriff had: been likewise arduous under other 
circumstances, though they wery of a nature upon which, perhaps, some 
difference-of opinion might nataraily prevail ; but he thought that all 
would agree in opinien, thataeindividaal could:be anxious unnecessarily 
to subject himself to.great persoual risk and danger in the performance of 
his duty. Withent meaning to claim particalar credit for himself, for the 
conduct he had pursued oa any particular occasion, he yet thought that, 
even if wrongim any geatieman’s opinion, when he had put his life in 
jeopardy, when he had been saved from assassination (cries of no, inter- 
mixed with great applause), he was at all events entitledto expect some- 
thing better than that he should be made the object of personal attack, 
and that his private character should be made the subject of defamation. 
He believed he knew bis fellow citizens, and that to their considerate 
jadgment, as well as that of posterity, he might consign with safety his 
poblic acts (applause). That he might, therefore, rest safe in tueir opi- 
nion for his endeavours todischarge bis public duty, when attempts had 
been made-to degrade the great office of Sheriff, and to make it dwindle 
into a mere piece of idle pageantry, a mere appendage to the state of the 
office of Chicf Magistrate, and to furnish in the course of the year a cer- 
tein portion of the general feasting. He repeated, that throughout the 
year which he had passed, he had dene his duty, and now natarally look- 
ed forward tosome reiaszation from bis labours. Whatever violation of 
the rights of the Sheriff had been attempted, was matter for them to con- 
sider ; the attempts coucerned the rights of the Livery, and not himself 
personally. It was, however, extremely paiofal for him, time after 
time, to be under the necessity of calling the attention of the Livery 
to subjects of a personal nature—to personal attacks, daily aod hour- 
ly made upon him in the basest manner—calumnies so foul and 
false, that had they any foundation whatever, he should think him- 
self quite waworthy of appearing before them. He bad hitherto borae 
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these attacks with contempt. Of attacks apon his pnblic character he 
never complained, pablic men were public property, and of their acts it 
it was for the public te judge. But private character was differently 
situated. He had been for upwards of $5 years a resident in the ward he 
now juhabited, and of which he had beeu for a long course of years an- 
nually elected the representative. Ja that time he had carsied on large 
dealings in trade, and no man yet bad ever attempted to come forward, 
face to face, and charge him with any breach of faith in any of his pri- 
vate transactions. He had never committed aa act which reproached 
him, aad the confideace of his teliow citizens and his owa egascieace had 
always supported him, and had indeed furnished a sufficient answer to 
petty slanderers (applause). They could not however of late but have 
remarked the prevalence of a regular, deliberate, systematic, attempt, not 
only to destroy him in his pubiic character, but also to rain and destroy 
those who were interested in and dependent upon his welfare. It was 
true that he beld no place dependant upon the mercy of his eugmies — 
he was not a man placed like Sir Robert Wilson, and Sir Robert Baker, 
who could be removed at will. But he could only live as every other 
honest man ia his sphere of life must live, by his fair reputation in trade, 
and upon that the fate of a numeroas family which he had reared must 
entirely depend. To attempt therefore to injave bis character in trade 
Was to ria him, and to deprive his family of their dependance. Let the 
dpan who asailed him come boldly forward —theve was not a single trans- 
action of his life iu trade, that he was not ready boldly aad openly to de- 
fend in the eyes aftie world, against any accuser (applause). It was line 
pepe for him to get at the anonymous slanderer, the man who assassin- 
ike stabbed in the dark ; but there was a period when silence and for- 
bearance vader acenmulated calumuies became a crime, and however 
indifferent he was as ao individual to the atrocions slanderer, yet he 
owed it to his family to take legal advice upou some recent atiacks. 
Having said thas much, he should for the present let the matter rest— 
and, indeed, he merely noticed the subject now lest it might be suppos- 
ed he pleaded gnilty to the base charges made against him (applause). 
He believed, however, that respecting such attacks, there was bat one 
Opinion prevailed among honest men, of every political feeling, who 
knew anything of his character. His assailants had not confivaed their 
attacks to himself—they liad gone to the grave of his father wha had 
been dead above 50 years, aud than whom a more honest man never liv. 
ed :—sach was the spirit of their eamity. He appealed to any indivi- 
dual, who had ever known him, whether any man was ever more ready 
to met any acouser (bcar, hear. Some interruption here took place in the 
body of the hall; and it wus said that some person wanted to address Mr. 
Waithman; but though the individual wag called for, none came forward.) 
Reverting to the business of the day, he said that he warmly thanked 
them, and feit, that in returning his name to the Court of Alderman, as 
ove of the persons selected by the Livery to fill the otfice of Lord Mayor 
of their great city, for the eusuing year, they were doing him what they 
deemed an act of justice, and slewing him that they felt he deserved 
their confidence, and was entitled at their hands to that support which 
they were ever proud to extend to those who were calumniated in their 


service (great applause). 


Mr, Sheriff WILLIAMS next came forward, and was received with 
great applause. He appeared before them, he said, this day, to resign 
ieto their hands the office which they had entrusted to him during the 
last year. He hoped, indeed he now found, that he bad diseharged its 
duties with their approbation (applause), “On entering into the office, 
he felt it to be necessary te study the particular daties which he bad to 
perform. Hekaew it was, from his peculiar halsits, expected of him 
particularly to attend to the state of their prisons; aad by inciiuation, 
as well as daty, to endeavour to ameliorate the situation ef unfortunate 
prisoners, as far as was consistent with the principles of justice. His 
whole time in office had been devoted to the performance of these du- 
ties ; and be had the pleasing satisfaction of knowing that he had, in nam- 
berless instances, administered relief both to uafortunate debtors and 
criminals (hear, hear), He was aware, that in public situations it was 
impossible for a man to please every body : bathe could dare any man 
to say, that in a single instance he had for any compromise. bartered 
away his principies (applause), He had from the outset agreed with his 
worthy colleague, that as he (Alderman Waithman) was more especiai- 
ly versed in political matters, he should more immediately louk to such 
subjects when they came in the path of their daty ; bat that he (Mr. W.) 


was to take more particularly the cognizance of prison matters, and the ° 


task of rendering the sitnation of their iomaies as comfortable as mas 
eousisteut with the rules of justice, and the good of society (applause). 
He felt confident that he had redeemed bis trast, and attended, to the 


‘bert of his means and power, to the situation.ef theseam{ortunate peo- 


ple (applause). It was to himself a source of igh gratification, that he 
retired from office with the approbation of histeilow citizens ; for which 
Bow, as on ali oceasions, he should feci.anfeigaedly: grateful (applause). 

Mr. Alderman WAITHMAN again steppes forward, and observ- 
ed, that as the correspondence which had ‘pas-ed oy the occasion to 


_ which allasion had beep made related to his office, afid nat to himself as 


an individual, be thought it imcumbeut oa lim to presedt it to the livery, 


leaving it with them to enter it on their journals or not ae they might 
think proper. The corespo ndence in question was that whch had pas- 
sed between Lord Bathurst and himpelt, and to this he had added a re- 
port, made by a gentieman who had attended him from the Sheiiff’s 
Office, mr 
The titles of the papers in qnestion were then read, and, on the 
motion of Mr, Faveil, were*ordered to be centered on the Jonrvals. 


The last resolution of thanks te the Lord Mayor was then read and 
agreed to, with the stron gest demonstrations of approval. 


The LORD MAYOR, oa presenting himself to the Livery to re- 
turn thanks, said that if he bad feit honoured when he had been placed 
in the high and dignified situation of chief magistrate, he most feel 
much more gratified on the present oceasion—at a period when the du- 
ties of bis office were drawing near to aclose—in finding that he had 
attained the good will of, and that his services bad been acceptable te 
his fellow citizens. He knew when he undertouk his arduous office, that 
it was one of high responsibility, and required the utmost vigilance. He 
had exerted himself to the utmost of his power to entitle himselt to the 
only reward to which he had ever looked—and he now had to express 
the gratification which he experienced in having received it in their ap- 
probation (loud cheers). They bad been pleased in their vote of thanks 
to express their approbation of his couduct, in not baying employed the 
military, and in having placed his reliance on the civil power. He had 
never found it necessary to call in the aid of the soldiery, and he be- 
lieved they feit with him, that they would be beat employed against the 
enemies of their country (cheera). He felt that the confidence which he 
had placed in the police of the metropolis, as weil asin the peaceable 
disposition of his fellow citizens bad been well toanded; and he trusted 
that this would prove to fatare Magistrates, that the interference of a 
different force would be ungecessary (cheers), He again thanked the 
Livery for the honour they had done him, and should feel it to the la. 
test period of his life. 


The Resolations having been ordered to be advertised in the usyal 
morning and evening papers, the meeting was adjourned,

all the islands thesein, shall form one county, to be called Excambia,”’ 
* All the country Jying East of thapivenbuwaney, and every part of the 
ceded territories, not designated as beiouging to the former county, sleall 
forma county to be ealled St. Jebajs.”’ 

The limits ofthe city are fixed at fifteen hundred feet from the 
town gates... Notwithstanding the very heavy rains, it continued 
healthy, and will uo doubt afford an agreeable retreat for invalids from 
the vorth. 


By the Proclamation of Governor Jackson, all those who wera 


inhabitants of Pianda, on the iZth of July last, are admitted to become 


citizens of the Uuited States, by takingthe oath of allegiance within 
one year from the dete of ihe proclamations. Those who omit this cere- 
mony, will of course be considered as alicns. Several persons hed 
availed themselves of the opportunity thus offered, and taken the oath 
required. 

Immediately after, a tatk was heid with the Indians inhabiting 
Black Greek. The object of their visit to the city was to learn how they 
were to be disposed of, and to know what Government would do tor 
their henefit and protection. They were informed that as long as they 
behaved themseives Government y onld take care of them ; that as yet 
no iistenctions were received relative to them or’ the other tribes, but as 
sppn_as orders should ariive, runners would be dispatched for them to 
have gnothér talk. They were then dismissed with rations for three 
days, and appeared very well satisfied. 


On Satarday last, the citizeas convened at the Council Chamber 
by the request of Mr. Worthington, the Provincial Secretary. After 
stating to them in a permanent address, that the object af cenvening 
them was that they might observe the officers elect take their oaths of 
office, he preceeded to administer the qualification. 


Tn return for the elegant ball given by the American officers and 
citizens of the 2d ult. to the Spanish inhabitagts of St. Augustine, ano- 
ther was given ou the (6th alt. by the Spanish anthorities and citizens.

SUMMARY OF THE SCOTCH JOHN BULL'S HISTORY. 


Mr. J. Gibson, a writer to the signet in Edioburgh, and a man of 
inflaence in that capital from his property and talents, had been most 
grossly calumviated in the Beacon, In hooking about for his unkuowa 
assailants, he could at first discover nothing but the screen frum behind 
which they bad fired their enveaomed stialis; while the secpre and sper. 
tive slanderera, who had made him their target, raised a triamphant 
shout at the certainty of their aim aud the pain they had inflicted. Up- 
on further inquiry, he, however, found that a mob of ministerial parti- 
sans and official agents—the jockeys ia this sort of sport — » ho had the 
previous year offered ‘‘ their lives and fui tunes to snpport social order” 
had, in Janvary Jast, formed a juiut purse, to be gained by the wretches 
who would turow principle most completely aside, anu ontvva their con- 
temporaries in breaking “ sociai order,” inthe right way. He, moreover, 
discovered that fitieen of these ‘constitutional and socialordec” people had 
subscribed a bond to support the Beucoe, and bad lodged 1,500. in the 
Bank on its account. By some means or other he got possession of a copy 
of this bond, and thas ascertained the names of the parties. Mr. Stuart 
immediately acted on the infurmation communicated to him by Me. Gib- 
son, and dbtained irom the Lord Advocate his own acanvwiedgment of 
his being a party. The discovery of this docament atthe Bank produc- 
ed a terrible explosion. The band of subscribers were throw into a state 
of alarm and coafusian, which could be compa:e:d only to that of a social 
party in a besieged city, when a bomb penetrates the root of the honse 
in which they are met, and falis bissing onthe w ell-furutshed table be. 
fore them, They had previously declared, when called upon, and would 
have sworn, if asked, that they had wo conneaiva whatever with the 
Beacon. Not a tool among them would acknowledge that it expressed 
the sentiments of his party, and many of them pretended to think them- 
selves insulted by such an insinuation :— 


“ E would I-had your Bonp, for T perceive 
*€& weak bond holds you—J'Ul not trust your word,” 


So thought and so said the independent and respectable part of the 
Edinburgh community, whose characters were assa led, and whose feel- 
ings were outaged by weekly slander, and the bond was procared, 
Such of our readers as, like ourselves, expect pablic principle in public 
men, will feel as much astonished as the subservers themseives were on 
their detection, that the uames on this bond should form a list of secari- 
ties and pecuniary contributors (would we could not add literary!) to a 
pablication which, taken in conjunction with Johg Bull toims the blot 
and disgrace of our age, for maligniiy, falsehood, and private slander. 
Among them we find pre-eminent the two chief Law Officers gf the

Lonian tslands.—Atalta. 


Letters and Papers have been received from various parts of the 
Mediterranean to a late date. Sir Frederick Adam, Lord High Commis- 
sioner, pro lempore, of the Joniap Isiands, has issued a Proclamation, 
(alluded to some time since in the French Papers), in which he declares, 
that all boats, &e, under the British and Jonian flag, which shall be 
found acting against the arms of the Ottoman Porte, shall be liable to 
seizure by any of lis Majesty’s cruizers, aud treated as pirates ; and as 
vessels belonging to Cephalonia and Zante have already taken part 
against the Porte, those vessels are inciuded in the oiders for seizure, 
and the crews expused, if they do net immediate ly return, to be punish- 
ed for piracy.

A Proclamation of Major-General Sir Frederick Adam, Bord High 
Commissioner, pro tempore, in the States, makes known his Majesty's 
full approval of the sentence passed by the High Court of Delegation 
onthe 17th February last, upon Antonio Martinengo, of Zante ; but 
adds, that this being the first time the opportunity is affordee” his Ma- 
jesty ofexercising the prerogative of pardon in cases of High’ Treason 
and also on account of Martinengo’s advanced age, his Majesty has been 
graciously pleased to remit that part of the sentence which regards the 
twelve years imprisoument, on condition that Martinengo be banished 
from the states and from every part of the dominions of his Majesty for 
the period of three years. 


And another Proclamation of the Senate of the States, after stat- 
ing that certain individuals (therein named) calling themselves. Chiefs 
and Leaders of Cephalonians and Zantiots, and pretendiag to be acting 
uuder the orders of a Foreign Personage have proceeded at the head of 
armed persons, also Ionian subjects to take an active part iv the war of 
the Peloponuesus, in violation of the neutrality of the States, commands 
the said Chiefs to relinquish their guilty enterprise, end retarn to the 
Isiands in the course of fifteen days, on pain of being considered as ba- 
nished for ever from the Ionian Territory, and their property confisca- 
ted ; aud should they at any time fall into the hands of Government of 
being treated according to the provisions of the Jaws respecting persons 
capitally outlawed; and as to their followers, orders them to return 
forthwith, in order to escape the rigour of those measures to which their 
coaduct would otherwise unavoidably expose them, -

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Report from the Ophthalmic Committee.

Presented to the Honse of Commons, on the subject of the Establishment of 
the Ophthalmic Hospital, Regent's Park, and on Sir William 
Adams a Claims upon the Public. 





Whatever may have been the origin of the Ophthalmia in this coun- 
trv, that disorder appears to have been greatly increased in its preva- 
lence, and aggravated io its severity, in consequence of the intection 
communicated by our troops apon their return trom Egypt; and in the 
years 1808 and 1809, while it appeared to be gaining ground among the 
general population of the country, its ravages in the army seem to have 
attracted the attention, and to bave excited the alarms, of the military 
departments of the State. 

Mr. Keate, the late Surgeon-general, in a letter addressed to the 
Secretary at War, on the Sth of August, 1808, says, “ Having fully satis- 
fied myself uf the contagious nature of the Opbthalmia, [ beg leave hum- 
bly to represeat, thas the evils already prodaced by the disease, and the 
much greacer ones likely to ensue, deserve the immediate and most seri- 
os atieutioa ef his Royal Highness the Commander-in-Chief, and of 
yourself, to devise meaus not only for arresting its progress, but also, if 
possibie, fer exterminating it wholly from the army. For, until this be 
done, there can be no security against its being propagated so rapidly 
ani] extensively, as to endanger the publie safety.” He further stated, 
** That tre number of soldiers who have been rendered totally blind by 
this affebtion since its introduction in and from Egypt, exceeds at pre- 
sent ove thousaud.”” And he adds, “ It is impossible not to entertain the 
most disquieting apprehensions respecting the future progress of the 
disorder.”” And he conelades by stating, ‘In such circumstances it 
seems to me that ne pains or expense likely to be requisite for eradicat- 
ing this contagion should be regarded as too great for that purpose; and 
I beg ieave hambly to suggest for the determination of his Royal High- 
ness and yourself, whether it might not be proper to refer the investiga- 
tion of the best means of accomplishing this important object to a Board 
specially appointed for that purpose, and which Board may consist of 
such members, besides the members of the Army Medical Board, as may 
be deeined competent by their attainments and experieoce te so impor- 
tant an enquiry.” In a subsequent letter, dated the 29th of Augast, 
1808, afier making some further observations upon an instance of the 
extent to which the disorder was then spreadiog, he stated, * It wiil, 
I have no doubt, add great weight in the mind of his Royal Highness 
and yourself, to the considerations which I had the honour of submitting 
in my former letter, relative to the expediency of findiag means, if pos- 
sible, fer the complete extirpation of the Ophtbalmia,” 


Oa the 28th of October, 1809, Dr. Vetch, then Staff Surgeon of the 


Ophthalmia Depot at Bognor, of whose knowledge, and skiil in the treat. ° 


meant of this complaint, the Committee are indaced to think very highly 
from the evidence which they have received in the course of this inves- 
tigation, addressed a letter to Mr. Kuight, then Iaspector. general of 
Hospitals, in which there is the following passage: *‘I took occasion 
some time back torepresent to you the alarming progress which the Oph- 
thalmia was thea making in the army, and I took the liberty of suggest- 
jug the necessity of adopting some other and more powerful means of 
prevention,” 

In the beginning of the year 1810, a Board was appointed, consist- 
img of th: three principal officers of the Army Medical Board, and of 
eight of ihe most distinguished civil practitioners in London ; and their 
report, which contaiued some highly valuable suggestions, as to the 
most effectual means of preventing the disorder from spreading by com- 
munication from infected persons, and as to the best mode of treating 
it in its early and acute stages, was circulated in general orders, for the 
guidance and information of the medical officers of the army. It does 
not appear, however, that this report contained any instructions as to 
the mode of treating the chronic or third stage of the Ophthalmia; nor 
did it direct the attention of those, for whose guidance it was prepared, 
to the existence or treatment of those effects, which the acute inflamma- 
tion in the earlier stages of the disorder generally produces upon the 
membrane that lines the iuner sarface of the eyelid. 


In the beginning of 1810, and afterwards in 1812, Sir W. Adams ten- 
dered to the Military Departments, information as to the chronic or 
third stage of the disorder, and as to the mode of treating that stage, 
which he considered to be important, aud at that time not generally 
known, In cousequence of these communications from him, several 
out-pensioners of Cheisea Hospital afflicted with blindness, were at dif- 
ferent times placed ander his care as subjects for experiment, as to the 
importance and efficacy of the practice which he recommended; and 
these commanications and experiments, ultimately ied to the establish- 
meut of the Ophthalmic Hospital, at the head of which Sir Wm. Adams 
was placed, 

The object of this institution have been stated to your Committee

te have been three—Firat, to diJuse, gewerally, among the surgeons of 
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the army, the knowledge of the be«t modes of treating the chronic and 
third stage of the disorder—Secondly, to diminish, if possible, the charge 
of the out-pensioners of Chelsea Hospital, by coring or relieving men 
who had received pensigns for defective sight—Thirdiy, to check in some 
degree the annual augmentation of the pension list, by treating men 
about to be discharged for defective sight, and by thus diminishing their 
claim to pension, as far as it might be foanded upon the impaired state 
of their vision, 

Your Committee are of opinion that these objects were of sufficient 
importance to justify the steps which were taken for their attainment. 
With respect to the first point, your Committee have the satisfaction to 
find, that this, which was the most important object, has been greatly 
promoted. The Ophtbalmia having upon the retarn of our troops from 
Egypt become, comparatively speaking, a new disease in this country, 
its proper treatment was at first imperfectly anderstood. It appears, 
however, that the attention of the Medical Department of the army has 
of jate years been most snecessfully direcied to this subject, and that the 
best modes of treating all the different stages of the Opthalmia are now 
well understood and practised in the ariay; and yoor Committee are 
satisfied, that the establishment of the Hospital, under Sir Wm. Adams, 
has greatly contributed to promote this desirable object, not oaly by the 
direct opportunity it afforded of stadying the various modes of practice, 
but indirectly, by the manner in which it appears to have excited the 
emulation and attention of other practitioners. 


With respect to the secoad point, indeed, it has been stated, that 
valid doubts were suggested, how far it was in the power of the com- 
missioners of Chelsea Hospital to take away, or diminish, any pension 
which they had granted under the provisions of the act of the 46 Geo, 
IIT. ; and consequently, your Committee have not thought it necessary 
to direct their inquiries to this point, as no diminution of their pensions 
coald, under any circumstances, have been effected, 


With regard to the future continaaace of this establishment, it has 
been stated, to your Committee by the department with which it origi- 
nated, that the main objects for which it was instituted having thus been 
attained, it does not appear that any public inconvenience would now a- 
rise from ita discontinuance ; in this opinion your Committee are dispos- 
ed to concur, and they therefore recommenJ, that the establishment 
should be discontined, as soon as the proper arrangements can conveni- 
ently be effected, 


Upon the claims of Sir Wm. Adams apon the public, your Commit- 
tee have to report, that he has rested those claims apon two grounds.— 
First, upon his haviag been the means of promuigating to the army, and toe 
the public, certain information as to the third or chronic stage of the Oph- 
thalamia and its consequences, namely, that it is the general, if not in- 
variable, effect of the inflammation in the acute stage of the disorder, to 
produce, in a greater or less degree, what are termed granulatious 
on the inner surface of the eyelid; that these granulations render 
the patient subject to relapses, and are frequently the cause of blindness ; 
that during the relapses so happening, the patient is liable to become 
again infectious, and therefore that these granulations must invariably be 
looked for, and removed, before the patieat can be effectually cured. 
Secondly, upon his having attended the Ophthalmic Hospital since its 
first formation, without having hitherto received any remuneration for 
that duty. 


Upon tho first point your Committee have to report, that the exis. 
tence of these granuiations, and the necessity of removing them, seems 
to have been known in very early times, and are adverted to in the works 
of Celsus in the first ceatary, of Paulus of gina in the seventh, of 
Rhases, the Arabian, in the tenth, and in the work of Sir Wm. Reid in 
the reign of Queen Anne. That consequently no person in the present 
day, can claim more than the merit of having revived knowledge which 
had fallen into neglect. Your Committee do not feel it necessary to pro- 
nounce apon the conflicting claims upon this head, or by recommending 
a parliamentary reward for such revival, to decide to whom the merit 
properly belongs. They conceive that question is best left to the deci- 
son of the profession, and of the pablic. But they are of opinion that Sir 
William Adams has, among others, been greatly iustramental in promuls 
gating this knowledge, and in rendering it generally available. 


Upon the second point your Committee have to report, that since 
the first establishment of the Hospital in &t817, Sie Wm. Adams has 
devoted to the duties arising ont of his appointment, a large portion of 
that time, which to professional men is the source of income; and that 
inasmach as the time which he'could apply to his private practice has 
thereby been much curtailed, bis professional emolument must alse have 
been proportionally lessened. Thar he has performed the difficult duties 
of his appointment with the greatest assidaity and zeal, and that your 
Committee bave been led to form the highest opinion of his skill and 
ablities as an oculist. . 


Your Committee. taking into consideration all the cireamstances of 
the case, are induced to recommend that the som of Four Thousand 
Pounds, should be paid to Sir William Adams, as areward for the eer 
viets which be has reudered te the public, 
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Endian News. 


Madras, Feb. 19, 1822.—The Giascow has brought out or- 
ders for the reduction of the Squadron in India. By the new 
arrangement the Admiral is ordreed home, and is to be relieved 
by Commodore Grant ina frigate. Only a few Brigs will be 
ander his command. The Commodore is not expected to arrive 
befere May. The Admiral will parsue his plan of proceeding 
to Bombay before he goes home.—Commissioner Upton is very 
ill and is going to England. 

The second Ceylon Regiment is to he disbanded immedia- 
tely.—A terrible fire had broken ont at Trincomallie, in which 
many hoases were burnt, and many lives lost. 


The friends of Lieutenant Colonel Morrison will be glad to 
learn that this distinguished officer has been re-appointed a Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath, the momeat his Military rank 
entiticd him to partake of thet honor. 


The Ship CATHERINE came in yesterday from Calcutta. The 
Henay Porcuen has not se! comeia--she was to go into the Cape, 
so that she may not arrive for ten days tocome. The Apotio and 
Bere Auziance will probably be the next arrivals from London. 


The H. C. Chartered Ship Avaton is nearly ready for Sea, but 
she is waiting for her consert, the Kingston, it having been or- 
dered that the homeward bound Ships this year are to sail in 
pairs. The latter vessel may be exvected every moment as ac- 
coants have been received of her arrival at Maddepollam. 

The Ship Generar Paimer reached St. Helena, all well, after 
a run of ten days from the Cape, on the 22d, and continued her 
voyage on the 23d of October, intending to reach Portsmouth on 
the 10th of December, and to start again on the 10th of the follow- 
iog month, 





A beautifal promenade has been made on the Beach, ex- 
tending from the North East Angle of the Fort to Beach-Build- 
ings, which we hope to see well attended by our fashionable belles 
and beaux as a reward for the taste and public spirit which have 
aceasioned its formation, The walk has been neatly planted and 
gravelled, and affords a delightful view of the Shipping, and the 
opportanity of enjoying our restoring Sea-breezes fresh from the 
bosom of the Ocean. The Garrison Band, we believe, is to at- 
tend three times a week, which will afford additional inducement 
to the frequenters of the Sea-Beach. — Madras Courier. 

Gez er Manna,—The description of the substance called Gez 
or Manna, and the insect producing it, is curious, Doubts had 
existed whether this substance was a vegetable gum or an ani- 
mal production. It is now iadisputably proved to be the latter. 
General Haxpwicke proposes that the insect producing the Gez 
be called Chermis-Mannifer. It is about the size of a domestic 
bag, (cimex leciularius,) of a flattened ovate form, having a 
rounded tail and a longish snout, inflected and pressed down be- 
tween the legs—its general colour being light brown, and appears 
to belong to the genus chermes. We insert the extract of a let- 
ter from Mr. Hunrer as of importance to the subject :— 

Extract of « letter dated Camp Pachmari, March 11, 1819.—* I 
shall now try to describe to you a natural curiosity which I found 
ia my rambles in these hills; and I have enclosed a few of the 
insects with a specimen of the substance, which, it appears, they 
have the power of generating from their bodies. The substance 
appears to project from the abdomen in the form of a tail or bunch 
of feathers, of a nature more like snow than any thing I can com- 
pare itto. These insects are found on the branches and leaves 
of trees, on which they swarm in millions, and work aud generate 
this feather-like substance, till it gets long and drops on the 
leaves, caking on them, aud resembling the most beautiful white 
bees’ wax; this hardens on the leaf, and takes the complete form 
of it, which you can strip off, bearing the very impression and 
imitation of the leaf itself. But what appears surprising, they 
do not seem to eat or destroy the leave they swarm on; and 
though they may have been some days ou the Jeaves, nothing more 
is seen than this waxy substance issuing from the tail, Ihave 
seen a great deal of it about these hills, and much might be col- 
ected, I should suppese, were it desirable.” &c. 
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Mohan.—Accounts from Ellichpore mention the surrender of 
a fort called Mohan, about 60 miles from that station on the Hy- 
derabad road. The fort was occupied bya discontented fellow 
of the district, and a miserable band of 200 followers, whom he 
had coaxed into his pay, and by whose means he expected to re- 
sist the Aamil and the other constituted authorities. A Battalion 
of Infantry was preparing to march against the place, when it 
was given up to Sir J. Gorvon anda party of horse under his 
command, who had been previously sent to summon it; and the 
principal insurgent is now in safe custody. 


Monster from Chine.—By letters lately received from China’ 
we learn that the singular human monster, of whom. an aceount 
was read before the Asiatic Society some time ago, is still alive 
in that country, and as mach an object of curiosity as ever. It 
is stated that though he had not been heard of in Canton till June 
1820, he had beea exhibited in various parts of the country for 
many years. Wheo he first appeared in the city, the crowds vi- 
siting him were so great, that the Mandarinés thought it necessa- 
rv to interfere, being afraid that the concourse of people would 
lead to riot, but more perhaps in the hope of sharing the profits 
arising from the exhibition. He is now exhibited by stealth, 
with the concurrence of the Mandarines, and is let out by his pa- 
rents to a farmer, for five Spanish dollars a month, 


Busvorah.—We have seen a letter from Bussorah, dated the 
16th of December. which mentions that the Resident, by orders 
received from the Government at Bombay, had struck the British 
flag in that quarter, and was about to pase over to Graen on the 
east side of the Eaphrates. His stay at Graen woofd be uncer- 
tain, eventhough the Pasna were to agree to the terms trons- 
mitted to him for acceptance, and could not teke place until the 
articles received the approval of the Bombay Government. 
Should the Pasna not agree to the terms, his answer will be 
dispatched to Bombay without loss of time, and a strict block- 
ade, it is said, will be the consequence. In the meantime aa 
embarco will take place. 

Cape of Good Hope.-—A letter from the Cape of Good Hope, 
states, that the ship Maritpa, Captain Hamilton, which had 
been so long anxiously looked for, was there in December, and 
had been delayed by the impressment of some of her men. 

Sir Robert Wilsen.—Of the summary treaiment of Sir Ro- 
bent WiLson, we have not sufficiently satisfactory testimony to 
judge fairly by. Uf his hasty address to the officer who command- 
ed the detachment of the guards was couched in offensive lan- 
guage,he laid himself optn to disagreeable cousequences, of which 
as a military man of experience and high standing, he must have 
been aware. If on the other band the account of the transaction 
given by the Eraminer, be correct, and that the few words spoken 
by the gallant General were those not of unauthorised command, 
but of mild suggestion, arged by humanity,—then must his dis- 
missal from his Majesty’s service be considered as a very ill-ad- 
vised and most harsh measure. At any rate cashiering without 
trial, is not in unison with that spirit of justice, which is the soul 
of law, Civil as weil as Military, and which is the citizen and 
soldier's best safeguard. If Sir Rosexr Witson applied for a 
Court Martial, and was refused, his treatment wil! appear ina 
still harsher light; and there is room to accuse the Ministers of 
having advised his Majesty to a most ungracious exertion of the 
Royal prerogative. Until further documents reach us, we must 
suspend our judgement on this affair. We aceordingly drop the 
subject by expressing a hope that it is notin the contemplation 
of Ministers te thin the ranks of Opposition by availing them- 
selves of military commissions, as extraordinary engines of ter- 
rer. The cashiering of Sir Roseat Wixson following 50 soon 
after the dismissal from office of Lord Fire,. may perhaps form 
plausible grounds for some people to suppose se.— India Gazette,

They frankly declare that they considered them- 
selves compelled to pani-h Mr. Bours in the severest manner, short of 
death,—withont triai— withoat ebarging him with any crime of which he 
could have been convicted by a Court of Justice—and this recorded de- 
claration Pronus cfler: as irrefeagable proof of irresis:ible, over-ruling 
necessity !! O ropus! Hast thon » more reverence for the award of 
George the Thijd’s Privy Conneil whic: disproves the alleged necessity ? 
Dost think, becanse thon art enter the necessity of writing nonsense, 
that the same plea wiil stavd thee in equal stead at the bar of a Court of 
Jastice ? 


The next thing in Pronu.'s letter is a quotation from Mr. Robert 
Grant’s Sketch of the History of the East India Company, showing that 
Mr. Bouts became *imbroiled with the successive goveruments of Mr, 
Vansittart, Lord Clive, and Mr. Verelst, [ow account of the scramble for 
private trade—the Governors, like Brennua, being always disposed to 
throw their sword into the scale] aod was “ compelicd by the Govern- 
ment to qnit the country.” This Pronve offers as fucther evidence 
that Gererament were compelled vo transmit him!!!

Isle of France.—Letters from this quarter, dated December 18, 
1821, contain the following Shipping Notices. 


The Extaa, from the Last Coast of Sumatra, had arrived at Port 
Lonis, 


The Ship Barrrannia, that had been sailing out of that Port for 
five years, without an accident of any kind, had grounded on a reef close 
to Batavia, and on herseturn was condemned by Sarvey, as not worth 
repaising, beiag found, on opening, to be quite rotten, 


The Ship Neptune, of London, had sprong a leak off the Cape in 
Angust iast, aud damaged a large part of her cargo: she had beea since 
abaudoned, 

The Ship Ecrrip had also sprung a leak and damaged her cargo. 


The Fresch Brig La Constance was lost on Rodriguez, coming 
from Batavia to the Mauritius : only a small part of ber cargo saved, 

The Ship Onacasessa, Captain Thomson, which sailed from Gibe 
raltar on ihe Guth of Jane for the Isle of Frauce, lias not since been heard 
of. As she is an excellent Suip, and has a careful and skilfal Comman- 
der, it is hoped that she may yet be safe, having probably put into some 
pert on the coast of brazil for repairs or supplies.
